The wording of claims 47-49 is such that unacceptable doubt is cast as to the extent of 
protection sought through these claims. Thus a meaningful assessment of the merits of 
these claims with regard to novelty and inventive step is not possible.

With regard to V) 



The wording of claim is so broad that a whole range of conventional systems fall within 
the scope of present claim 1. For instance, claim 1 is anticipated by a combination of a 
digital camera, a compact flash card and a photodevelopping station in a shop, or by 
the combination of a digital camera and a camera docking station on a computer. It 
even appears to be anticipated by unmanned Mars explorers, which relay their visuals 
through some base station. Thus the subject-matter of claim 1 is not novel. 

Claim 41 has the same deficiencies. 



Dependent claims 2-40 and 42-46 likewise appear to concern features that are both 
conventional and trivial in nature and thus do not appear to introduce any novel 
features. 
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
